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PERIODICAL INDEXES TO SPECIAL 
SUBJECTS. 


The time seems to be rapidly approaching when 
each special subject will have its own periodical 
index. The technical journals have for a long 
time been indexed in the ‘Engineering Index, 
now an annual, with monthly continuation in The 
Engineering Magazine. Recently The Engineer- 
ing Digest, monthly, has taken up an almost sim- 
ilar index, which is regrettable inasmuch as it is 
always a pity to do the same work twice. There 
isalso The Technical Index, London, covering this 
field. The firm of Stoneand Webster, Boston, print 
under the title “Current literature references’’ an 
index to such articles in upwards of one hundred 

iodicals and transactions bearing upon their 
ial field of work,—electric and gas lighting, 
tric railways and water power development. 

An Index to legal pes and law library 
journal, quarterly, with a promised annual cumu- 

tion, has been startedin Chicago. Two numbers 
have been published, covering thirty-three titles. 

Library Work, quarterly, Minneapolis, covers 
the field of library economy as far as articles have 
appeared in the English language. It is to be 
hoped that such a compact subject will later be 
more thoroughly covered by the inclusion in 
Library Work of French and German references. 

An Index to current military literature has for 
some years been published as a department of the 
reser y U. S. Artillery, and since 1903 this has 

a rate supplement. It covers about 
one haaiieed Gnd twenty-five different periodicals 
hout the world.

Chicago, for July, 1908, begins the publication of 
a monthly department ‘“‘which will endeavor to 
cover all current literature of economic interest in 
books, government publications and periodicals.” 
The list of periodicals examined for material is a 
representative one of about eighty-five titles. The 
articles are grou alphabetically by authors un- 
der twenty subdivisions of the subject covered. 

The American Political Science Review gives 
space in each quarterly issue to an ‘Index to ré- 
cent literature,—books and periodicals.’ This 
covers articles on administrative, constitutional 
and international law, colonies, jurisprudence and 
political theory. 

The periodical literature of “‘International law”’ 
is indexed each quarter in the American Journal 
of International Eee, while magazine articles on 
forestry are noted in each issue of the Forestry 
Quarterly. 

Thus we find that in some serial, the period- 
ical literature of each subject is more or less 
thoroughly covered. ‘‘Education’’ may be found 
in the Annual Bibliography which for the past 
nine years has been compiled by J. I. Wyer, Jr., 
State Librarian of New York, and printed formerly 
in some number of Educational Review, this year 
in “Bulletin no. 3, 1908”, of the U. S. Bureau of 
Education. ‘‘Psychology”’ is indexed in the annual 
Psychological Index, published in connection with 
the Poychological Review. ‘Medicine’ is thoroughly 
accessible through the Index Medicus. 

We are not aware that any complete list of these 
special indexes has been issued. It would be a 
most useful tool in all libraries and should any of 
our readers have prepared such a list we would be 
very agg to publish it in the Bulletin of Bibli- 
ography. a. We Oe
